in past years, that the Boys’ Department has been exempted from any exatpina- 
tion. It is, we believe, the first instance of the kind in connection with a 
Jewish school. The Manchester Jews’ School has always been remarkable for 
the satisfactory reports which the Government examinations have elicited from 
the Inspectors. To assume from past experience simply, that the efliciency and 
the discipline of the school is maintained at ita usually high standard is beyond 
question the highest tribute of praise that could be given to the managers of the 
school. It only remains to be added that the Headmaster, Mr. Ephraim Larris, 
was trained under Mr. M. Angel at the Jews’ Free School, Bell Lane. Like the 
date-palm in the well-known story connected with Rabbi Akiba, the Free School 
is not only a source of admiration in itself, but every branch from the parent 
tree affords none the less an object of praise antl satisfaction. -This is also another 
proof that the combination of Hebrew and English instruction, religious and secu 
lar teaching, is an element of strength and not of weakness to a school ; that the 
ordinary branches of education gain and do not lose from being associated with 
instraction in religion. 


Whatever difference of opinion may exist as to other details of the work of 
the Federation of Synagogues there can be no question.as to the approval which 
should be bestowed upon the influence which the Federation is exercising to 
inducesome of the smaller Chevras to amalgamate. Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., 
can do no more usefal work, in his capacity of President of the Federation, than 
in enforcing upon his constituents the beneficial effects of concentration. The 
scanty resources of too many Chevras are frittered away in useless expenditure 
through an undue multiplication of these societies. It will thus, also, be possible 
to abolish those small Chevras which meet in inconvenient, insanitary rooms, 
quite unsuitable, if not positively dangerous, as places of worship. In no other 
community are there to be found similar associations of working men combining 
for the purpose of securing facilities for sacred worship together with mutual 
helpfulness. The idea is quite unique. These Chevras afford the surest founda- 
tion for raising the character and status of the Jewish working classes. If left 
severely alone their value as part of ‘the organisation of the community is nii, 
but approached ina sympathetic spirit, attracted and attached to the main body, 
‘they become powerful potential elements of good and strength to the entire 
community. 


Chiefly at theinstance of Sir Philip Magnus the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 


Association, at the meeting on Sunday last, passed a resolution which expressed 
in suitable terms the sound principle that the Technical School at Jerasalem was 
to be regarded by the Director as a Training School for skilled workmen rather 
than a trading establishment which might compete with local labour. The 
common sense of the proposition is beyond question. It would be fatal to the 
technical schools subventioned by the Association if they were permitted to 
enter into competition with existing workmen. There is far morein the principle 
than meets the eye. Not only is it right that competition for work should be pro- 
hibited so as not to excite the jealousy of workmen or injure their interests, but 
were it allowed, the value of the training of the pupils would be seriously 
impaired. The school could only successfully compete for work by subdivision 
of labour among its pupils. Hence, their knowledge of their craft would be 
seriously cirenmscribed. The demand, in the East especially, is for artizans having 
anall-round knowledge, not a mere artificial division of, their trade, Not only 
on sentimental grounds, but on the soundest business principles, is it desirable 
that the resolution passed by the Council should not be allowed to be regarded as 
amere “ pious wish,” but every precaution should -be taken to secure it being 
given practical effect by the local managers of the school at Jerusalem and tliat 
the example be followed in every similar institution. 


The March number of the Archeological Review is extremely strong and 
interesting, and marks a distinct advance in the character of the Review. Mr. 
Joseph Jacobs leads off with the opening article of a series of papers on recent 
Archwological research. He deals with Biblical Archw logy in a thoroughly 
instructive and original style. Tho writer summarises the results of the textual 
criticism of the Old Testament, and points oat that with the materials in hand 
nothing more can be expected in the direction of literary helps to the understanding 


of the Bible. Mr. Jacobs explains very accurately the work done by the Pales- 


tine Exploration Society, aad concludes with some practical suggestions. Much, 
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he urges, may yet be done for the Old Testament by the application of instita- 
tional criticism, é¢., by the use of the method of survivals. Mr. Jacobs own 
contributions to this branch, contained in his essays oa the Nethiaim, on Junior 
Right in Genesie, and on Totemiem, merit recognition in this connection. ‘There 
can be little doubt that the extension of this method, even if it leads to no impor- 
tant positive results, must tend to help forward the literary study of ~~ 
Mr. Jacoba, in the course of his valaable paper, also justly complains of the 
neglect of the Talmad as an iastram ‘nt towards the right understanding of the 
Testament. 


An item of newa which has been comman‘eat -d to as from Frankfort fully 
bears out our recent remarks on the subject of honorary “ Watchirs.” A nomber 
of members of the Orthodox Congregation in that city have formed a Bikur 
Cholim Society. Its primary object, ds its title implies, is to help,the sick poor. 
But the Society will also perform another piows function, the members having 
undertaken to act personaily as “ Watchers,” and to carry out their honorary 
duties in this respect in fall accord with traditional rites. 


Jerusalem, the modern, is still progressing. Its projected railway is likely 
to become a fact before inmany years have passed ; and in a few weeks probably 
Punch. the Illustrated London News and the Graphic, will afford as much 
instruction and amusement to both young and old in the Holy City as they do in 
London. Mr. John Price, the Technical Instructor at the Lionel de Rothschild 
School, has performed much good work during the seven or eight months that 
he has been established there. His latest achievernent is the estiblishment of a 

Reading Clob and Library in connection with the School in the advantages of 
which both pupils and adults will be able to participate. On the utility of euch 
an institution in extending the knowledge possessed by its members of matters 
outside their own sphere it is needless to expatiate. We gladly give publicity to 
the request which Mr. Price has nade through the Anglo-Jewish Association for 
gifts of English books and of the periodicals we have mentioned above,

SENATORS IN ITALY. 


NEW JEWISH 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
TURIN, 27th FEB, 1859, 
You have already announce! that the King of Italy has been pleased to raise 
Professor Graz adio Ascoli to the high dignity of a Senator of the Kingdom. It 
may be of some interest if I reproduce the observations made on this subject by the 
Gazsetta Piemontéac, w hich is published here and is one of the most important news- 
papers'in Italy. The @azet/a speaks thus of our emioent co-religionist :-— 


“Signor Ascoli who lectures on philology. at the Scientific and Literary 


Academy in Milan, is Chevalier of the Savoy, aa order of the highe-t distinction, 
and is the greatest glottologist of this century, His fame is universal. When 
fifteen years old he astonished the German Acidemies by the publicat’on of a com- 
parative study of the Frinti dialect ani the Wallachian Janguage, a study which 
has been cited in eulogistic terms by Professors Miklosik and Schuckardt. Bora at 
Goritz, of a wealthy Jewish family, his relatives intsnded to make a capitalist of 
him, as his father. who died ia Graziadio’s infancy, had been before him. But the in- 
stinct of the philologist conquered over that of the man of commerce. In 1860 he was 
appointed by the Government to the Chair of Professor at the Scientific and Literary 
Academy in Milan, forthe teaching of Compirative philology, and it was from that 
time that he gave his superb lectures on glottology, which still attract large 
audiences. His essays, which if collected woald form several large volames, are to 
b> found in Italian, German, French and English scientific reviews, aad more espe- 
cially in the Italian “Archivio Glottologics,” which alread y comprise eleven volam 8, 
the greater portion of the scientific materials being supplied by Professor Ascoli,

JEWISH RELIGION CLASSES AT BOARD SCHOOLS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srr.—With a deep sense of the responsibility attaching to the office I have lately 
accepted of President of the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Know- 
ledge, I axk to be allowed to support in your columns the appeal which has been 
issued this week on behalf of our Special Fund for the maintenance of Religious Classes 
for Jewish children at tending Board Schools. 

The report of our work in this direction during the past year shows that the main- 
tenance of the five series of classes already established resulted in a deficit over our 
total receipts of £101, The cost per head,on the actual average attendance at these 
classes is about 4s. 6}d., being a total of £534 7s. for 2,531 pupils. This deficit re- 
presents an amount corresponding to the cost of religious classes for about 450 
children. The object of the fund is to promote religious classes in connection with 
all Metropolitan Board Schools attended by Jewish children, but it is obvious thas 
far from helping, to establish fresh classes we may be constrained even to reduce 
those already organised unless our appeal this year meets with a general and liberal 


espornse. 

4 oe a matter of fact, I know there are hundreds of Jewish children attending 
Board Schools for whose religious education no provision at all is at present made, 
and I submit that whilst the State provides secular instruction for oar poor children 
at a very low scale of fees, it is incumbent on the Jewish community to contribute 
the necessary supplementary religious instruction. 

It is suggested to me that the scope and needs of our Association are Znot gene- 
rally known and that the blame for the insufficient support hitherto accorded to us 
attaches at leastas much to th? mamagementof our Association as to the Jewish 
community. I therefore ask you, Sir, for the powerful adyocacy of your columns, 
and Lalso ask the clergy of our community to us> their influence with the members 
of their congregations in order to mak» known our needful position anc the work 
weseek to accomplish. [I claim thjt, intependently of making provision for the 
instruction of our poor children (for whom there is no room in our denominational 
schools) in the principlea, precepss, ani practices of our religion and the language 
of our prayers, our classes afford, indirectly, important secular advantages to the 
poor of our community in the influence on the home life of the children of the 
instruction and moral expositions they receive at our classes. 

[ venture, then, confidently to press our appeal this year on the notice of the 
whole Metropolitan Jewish community. I know that we are often divided in 
opinion as to the best methods and systems of organisation, to satisfy our various 
commun! reqairem2nts, but I hops and believe that there will be no difference of 
opinion as to the obligation to provide for our poor simple instruction in that morality 
which is claimed as common to all civilised religious systems in the special principles 
and precepts which distinguish our religion, andin the language of our Scripture 

and our prayers. :

‘1n,—I observe with profound regret that the’ grant to the Jews’ College has 
not been renewed by the Council of the West London Synagogue, But I deplore 
still more the reasons. which in your columns are alleged as having induced them 
to withhold it.

BURIAL STATISTICS. 
TO JHE EDI1OR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
_ Str,—I gladly recognise the conciliatcry tone of the letter of the Treasurers of 
the Burial Society which appeared last week, yet I regret that they maintain a posi- 
tion from which it is to be hoped they will gracefully recede. The position is this; 
they published a statement in their Report that the charge for an adult second-class 
funeral was reduced in July last to £3, and “ the Treasurers regret to observe that 
the statistics of interment in ne way justify the hope which was strongly insisted 
upon by the Federation of Minor Synagogues, that such reduction would materially 
diminish the number of charity funerals.” 


Now, it may bo ressenably contended 
that the statistics prove the exact contrary, also, that in any case the Federation is 
in no way responsible if the diminution did not Justify the hope so strongly insisted 
upon. To prove the latter part of the contention it is only necessary ‘to state that 
the Federation proposed that the United Synagogue should make the concession in 
regard to second-class funerals to the members of the Federation and in return they 
would agree that none of them should apply for a charity funeral for wife or child. 
This regulation would possibly have been enforced under. penalty of exclusion. The 
United Synagozue, perhaps rightly, made the reduction a general one, consequently 
exclusion from the Federation would not have excluded the member from the un- 
restricted benefit offered by the United Syragozue. It is evident, therefore, that 
the responsibility of the Federation ceased when the convention was modified by 
making it general instead of special in its application, The serious point, however, 
is that the Treasurers draw different conclusions from these which their own figures 
warrant. They say that there has been no material diminution incharity funerals, where- 
as the charity edu/t funerals, the only class in which a reduction has been made, show 
a diminution from 150 to 125. They now coatend that this proves nothing, because 
the pay funerals have not increased, but have diminished by eight. Supposing they 
argued the other way round ; thus, pay funerals having diminished by eight, charity 
funerals ought to have increased by eight. whereas in fact they have diminished 
by twenty-five. 

It is really very difficult to prove anything conclusively from the published 
statistics because the charity adult funerals are not detailed. We ought to kaow 
how many of such funerals are from distant parts, how many from each hospital 
and how many from. Eist Loaloa. Supposing it is almitted that the reduction arises 


from diminished mortality among adult Jews, 
Adult.

Diminution 33 or 7 per cen, 
Apply the reduction of 7 per cent. to 337 pay funerals=23 to 150 charity 10 ; 
therefore as tne diminuticn in pay funerals has been 8, and in charity funerals 25, 
it would appear that 15 intended charity funerals have been converted intd pay 
funerals owing to the reduced charge. This conclusion is borne out by the fact that 
out of the charity funerals 15 were subsequently paid for in 1888 against 10 in 1887. 
I trust that the Treasurers will now admit that the trial made has not proved a 
failure, but thatit may result in agreatimprovementfinancially and morally ; also they 
might use their influence in obtaining a reduction in the charge for children’s 
funerals which is now very heavy, and they might arrange that the cost of a 
charity funeral could be recouped to the United Synagogue through weckly pay- 
ments by those who desire to maintain their independence.

THE HULL HEBREW GIRLS SCHOOL 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

S1x,—The perusal of the Pastoral letter of the Rev. Delegate Chief Rabbi in 
your last issue watrants me in addressing you upon the difficulties attendant on 
imparting Jewish education in provincial centres. In 1872 the Hebrew Girls 
School was established here under the presidency of the late Mrs. Bethel Jacobs 
with the small number of 11 pupils; to-day our registered number is 150, As may be 
imagined, during that long period it has not always been clear sailing ; on more 
than one occasion it has been feared we should have to close our doors, Thanks 
however, to one or two of our more enthusiastic workers who have cheered us on 
the work has thus continued until at length we have been fortunate to have 
our school placed under Government ; during these two years our passes have been 
87-2 and 91 per cent. This has naturally entailed a great drain on our funds by 
our having to employ certificated teachers. 

The geographical position of Hull docs much to retard our progress, being #9 
near the Continent, in fact the first and cheapest port. The immigrants who arrive 
here are of the poorest class ; not ouly is education require il by these 
but also food and clothing and the spirit of independence. is so great in them that 
they will not apply to the parish for the money necessary to yay the school fees

THE JORDAN AND THE DEAD SEA. 


One Monday night about nine o'clock, we left the Hotel Jerusalem for the 
dan and the Dead Sea. We were asmall but imposing caravan. First came 
Bedouin escort, Sheikh of the village of Aba Dis, whose services we had 
aged through the intervention of H.B.M. Consul. Then there was the 
bgoman Khalil, who was ostensibly in charge of the expedition. Next to him 
e the hotel kceper’s son, Bezaleel Kaminitz, my a/ter ego and fidus Achates, 
» never let me out of sight from the time of iny arrival in Jerusalem till my 
smbarkation at Jaffa Next came the muleteer Selim, whose male was laden 
h good things, sufficient in amount as it seemed to mo for forty days and 
ty nights’ wandering in the desert, but our appetite surpassed my expectation, 
3 like JEsop with the bread basket, Selim returnéd very much lighter than he 
ot. All but myself were armed to the teeth, and the water bottles hanging 
») our saddles made me feel quite an explorer. Khalil was very proud of bis 
and after break of day kept pointing itin all directions. There was plenty 
game about, and no game laws, and he was determined to do wonderful 
pgs in the slaughter of innocents. He stalked a good many sandgrouse, and 
e, in the plain of Jericho,his ambition soared evento aroyal eagle, but his success

) Gieat liere was an enchanted castle, but that I was not to be the lucky one to wake 
re fee sleeping beauty. Khalil grew impatient and fired his gun, but sti!l no answer 


ne. Our horses required a little rest and go there was nothing for it but to 


v mount and liedown on the naked rock. I never slept so soundly in my life, 
- ,though they woke me up in less than half an hour, I felt as refreshed as 
yl ugh I had had a whole night’s rest. The followiug afternoon we passed the 
TaN Mdiiic Khan again on our way back. This time, after some parleying, we 
i, ined admittance, and found that the entire garrison consisted of but one 
ie bor old Arab, who livedin a dismantled little shanty in the corner of a large 
“0: ape ciopty courtyard surrounded by high stone walls. If there were any pigs in 
be ep estine, which, exceptin one or two monasteries, there are not, I should have 
en it fora pigsty. Mice host was very attentive and made us Turkish coffe 
|¢ ieee best he could. He admitted that he had heard us the night before, only that 
i ee took us for Bedouine, of whom he lived in terror of his life. He showed us 
Seer’ ner door of the shanty all riddled with shot, and assured usthat he had at 
be ¢ time been regularly besieged and all but captured and slain, for the sake of 
étwo or three pewter besh-lik coins he possessed. 


We rode onward on our journey till we came to the Sultan’s Spring, perhaps the 
ry Sulue as that which Elisha’s handful of sult had sweetened. This, or the “ Pool 
Moses,” close by, must have been intsnded as the scene of the Talismin’s famous 
terview between Saladin and the Prince of Scotland. A few minutes further 
hwe rode through one of the noble arches of Herod’s aqueduct, which boldly 
Averses the plain, and we stopped awhile to admire the massive ruins, Soon we 
ached the Russian Hospice in Jericho, where we arrived about 3 a.m. The 
; pproash to this world-famous, or infamous place, once a love gift from Antony 
fee Cleopatra, was through thick vegetation, which reminded me of some Surrey 
|—C iuore than anything else. 1 kaow this will be regarded as a fault in local 
pouring, but really I saw no trace of the famous palms or roses or balsam gar- 
ns, With which tradition glorifies Jericho. The fiora, I am told, are tropical, 
poneen the natural depression of the plain, and, indeed, of the whole of the 
ee, eee the valley of the lower Jordan, makes the climate 
the hospice places ten degrees nearer the Equator. In the garden

no food is provided. We stayed there a couple of hours, and then, just as the 
sun was rising, we started for the Dead Sea seven miles off. Woe had to ride 
across 4 plain which is fairly level except that it slopes gently downwards. After 
leaving the fertile belt about two miles south-east of Jericho, we entered a barren 
tract quite devoid of vegetation. Here the soil under foot is a sort of sandy clay 
coated with layers of asphalt and studded with tiny but bright cry 
stale of salt. As soon as we reached the shore of the lake, 1 was steack with the 
unexpected beauty of the scene. The water looked as loyaly, blue, clear, and 
iuviting as Buttermere inthe sammer time. Tae hills around were higher, and 


the precipicee, especially on tho eastern or Moab sid», more abrupt, 
bat the play of lights. and shadows was tho sam», and the brillian 
colouring of the limestone and plutonic rocks, made up for the 
absence of foliage. Desolat: the scene was, but there were 


none of the gruesome horrors one evrpected to find in a Dead Sea 
Though we stood 1,300 feet below the ocean level, in the bowels of the earth as 
it were, we could not feel far from the world, when through the clear air, we 
could distinctly see the bell tower on the Mount of Olives, four thousand feet 
above ue, and, as the crow flies, 25 miles away, A few days before, I had seen 
the Dead Sea, from that very tower, at sunset on the Sabbath Day, and its dull 
grey or greenish yellow colour made it seem typical of misery and mystery, 
But on its shores, it was proximity, not distance, which lent enchantment to 
the view. 

Of course, | bathed in the water, and found it easy to swim in, bat not so 
very different from ordinary sea water. ‘Tho taste was awful, the bitter 
pungency of the manganese ynite neutralizing that of the salt, and the water 
nade a mosquito bite on my ankle smart terribly. The sun wasso hot asto 
make it unsafe to stay in the water more than a minute ortwo with the head 
unprotected, but the bath was worth the risk.. It felt and looked more like 
bathing ia oil than water. The surface was still and smooth as the most perfect 
plate glass and just as clear, despite the great depth of this, the northera half of 
the lake. Thirteen hundred feet and more, has been fathomed, yet in this vast 
volume of water, not even the lowest organism can live. We gazed a while at 
Mount Nebo opposite, and the Sheikh poiated out a ruin in the hills of Jodah 
behind us as the grave of Moser, on our own—the wrong—side of the Doad Sea. 
The Moslem tradition does not admitthat “No man kaoweth of his sepulchre 
unto this day.” The Dead S sais rather smaller in extent than the Lake of Geneva, 
and is only nine miles across. ‘Tae top of Pisgah frowned majestically before us, 
nearly 5,009 fect high. Till one sees the character of the country and mirvellous 
clearness of the atmosphere, one caqgnot realise, how from its summit Moses 
could have gazed, long and lovingly, over the whole of the Promised Land, as 
as it lay mapped out before him “ all the land of Gilead uato Dan.” 

Geological. considerations m ike it almost impossible to assume that the 
sites of Sodom and Gomorrah are now covered by the waters of the Dead Sea. 
The chasm it occupies is primeval, and evaporation has made the sa shallower 
than it was, not deeper. There is nothing in the Bible narrative, nor, I believe, 
in Talmud or Midrash, to lead us to assume that the cities of tho Plain were 
destroyed by water as well as fire. The sulphur and bitimen near the northern 
end, and perhaps too the lava and other indications of volcanic agency there, 
point to the crumbling clay, in parts treacherous to the foot as quicksand, which 
extends between Jericho and the Bahr el Lit (Lot's Lake) as the more likely site. 
The only strong arguments to the contrary are the fanciful traveller's tales, of 
those who have ventured to navigate the sea, and assert that they have noticed 
ruins of towers and palaces in the depths below. It is possible that these 
accounts are not altogether drawn upon the imagination. A haze often hangs 
over the sea, and, sometimes perhaps, the atmospheric conditions, which in the 
Straits of Messina give rise to the Fata Morgana, are here reproduced. 

From the Dead Sea we rode rapidly on to the Ford of Jordan, or “ Placo of 
Baptism,” probably the site of Gilgal, and the place where Elijah ascended to 
heaven in a chariot of fire. Hereagain [ bathed and swaw across the stream, which 

was rapid and turbid, but almost as narrow as the Mole at.Esher, or the Thames 

above Henley. Childhooa’s preconceptions had, as Mark Twaia says in his “ New 
Pilgrim's Progress,’'—the beet guide book to the Orient—pictured a mighty river 
s-ven thousand miles long and proportionally wide! Ia fact, it is about as long 
as the not less famous Thames, only much narrower. Taos wat -r was warm, but 
after my bath in the Dead Sea, and exposure tothe fierce rays of the tropical 
sup, [ found the shade of the thicket and cliffs mido Jordan's water a most 
welcome change. It isas much discoloured as that of the Nile, aod as I met 
some Russian pilgrims on their way to the only bath their religion enjoing and 
they can be persuaded to take, 1 could not help thinking that it was they and 
their like who had pollated the pristine purity of the snows of Hermon, We 
rode back. through the jungle-like thicket, in which we were pot sorry to hear 
that lions are now scarcely ever to be met with, and returnatd home as quick as 
we could. On the way we wondered at the almost inaccessible hermits’ cells in 
the rocks of the Jebel Karantel. We were on the other side of a deep gorge, 
and the caverns in which tne poor devotees spend their lives seemed, and no 
doubt originally were, the lairs of wild beasts. One blood-curdling track, I can. 
not call it a path, was so precipitous thata little donkey was the only four footed 
animal that would set foot upon it, and that had been trained to go on it ever 
since it could walk. 

We got back to Jerusalem shortly before 19 o'clock, after an absence of 
less than 25 hoare, of which we had spent 19 ia the saddle. We were very tired, 
but not too tired to do jastice to supper, or to spead an hour to Mr. Kauinite’ 
drawing-room, listening to a concert in which some ladies and peatiomes maytag 
‘a the botel took part. After the many dieappointinent-, agreesie and oth rwise 
which we hid experienc’ 4 in our expedirion, this was Bot least of

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ever-changing needs of the age. Confining its operations originally to an . 


intelligent and orderly treatment of indigence by money-gifts it has succes- 
sively entered upon new fields of beneficent effert, until at the present moment 
it represents an aggregrate of many institutions. It is instractive, however, 
toobserve that despite this wide extension of its work, the Board has 
never exceeded the se»pe which was originally assigned to it by its 
founders. Every one of its many departments—Loan, Industrial, Investiga- 
tion, Sanitary and Emigration—is but the gracious fruit of the golden seed 
of patient andi far-reaching thought which those wise-hearted men devoted to 
their new venture. Nor must itever be forgotten that, of the makers of the 
Board, Lioxet Cones, more especially, did as much towards securing the effi- 
ciency of the institution as he did towards creating it. The fabric he helped to 
fashion he gaarted and strengthened with rare sagacity andassiduity. He 
left a pergonal impress on the work which, now that he is gone, still remains 
the guarantee of its continued success. When the history of the commu- 
nity during the past thirty years comes to be written, not the least striking 
feature in it will bethe prominent part played by one master-mind in founding 
and consolidating two such institutions as the Board of Guardians anil the 
United Synagogue. 


Chief among the characteristics of the Board is that power of adapting 
its operations to existing wants which we have just. mentioned, The 
flexibility which enabled it so to keep abreast of current philanthropic 
movements as to anticipate the methols of the Charity Organization 
Society has more recently helped it to grapple successfully with the immi- 
gration problem. Years ago it began to preach to ears that were not 


invariably sympathetic the lesson that true charity is as much an affair of - 


the mind as of the heart. It taught that benevolent impulse, unrestrained 


by reason, is productive of positive- mischief instead of benefit to the poor, 
and that if the indigent are to be relieved and not merely the feelings of the 
charitable, the rciief must be scientifically adapted to,the nature of the distress, 
That lesson has already been learnt toa large extent, and now another and 
an equally exacting duty has to be performed. The policy of the 
Board has to be justified no longer to the community, but to the 
great mass of Englishmen, The accusation of reinforcing the 
ranks of English pauperism which has been preferred against, it had to be 
met, and it has been successfully met. The Board has proved by evidence 
before the Select Committees of both Houses of Parliament that its clients 
are not paupers, and that its operations are not answerable for existing 
disturbances of the labour market, But while ithas energetically. defended 
itself at the bar of public opinion it has not slackened ‘ts efforts in the dis- 
charge of its duty to the Jewish community. The Russian immigrant throws 
no additional burden on the rates; but he may increase communal 
obligations already more than sufficiently exacting. Nay, industrious as he 
be, he may have made a bad selection in choosing this country as the scene 
of his toil. There may be other lands where he might ply his trade with 
greater chances of success. Hence the marked increase of energy with which 
the Board has attacked the question of emigration during the past few years. 
The latest figures eloquently show with what effect the effort has been 
attended. During 1888 some 1,600 persons were assisted to leave these 
shores, and the significance of the fact will be understood when we add that 
the number exceeded by nearly 800 the aggregate of new-comers, Moreover, 
of the 900 families that furn'shed the 1,600 emigrants less than 8) were 
cases of foreigners who had been here more than seven years. It is clear 
that the Board has reduced, instead of increasing, the numbers of the poor 
and that, assuming that no recrudescence of Russian persecution occurs, the 
reduction will continue in the future under the influence of the same prudent 
and vigorous policy. That in the opinion of unbiassed critics the Board s 
policy in regard both to the emigration question and to the relief of the poor 
in general is an eminently wise one is su'ticiently demonstrated by the 
sympathetic references to its work which appeared last I'viday in the Datly 
Chronicle. © Uf,” remarked our contemporary, ‘organized Christian phil- 
anthropy invarially proceeded on the sound principles adopted by the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, the deser.ing poor in our midst would receive better 
help than they get at present, while the crowd of loafing impostors would be 
compelled to make a trial of honest indastry.” And, alluding to the repatriation 
by the Board of helpless immigrants, the Daily Chronicle. pertinently 
observes “what a vast difference would be made in the condition of the 
London poor generally if our Christian philanthropists would follow the 
example of the Jewish Board of Guardians, and grant subsidies to all the 
indigent labourers who flock to the metropolis from the country to enable 
them to go back again!” 

Another notable feature in the recent history of the Board is tha estab- 
liahment of close relations between it and the Federa’ion of Synagogues 
The Federation is now represented at the Board, and makes asmall annua 
contribution to its funds. The institution will now be in touch with the 
working population of the Kast End, with whom, it is hoped, its suggestions 
and its claims may gain increased weight. For many years past the Board 
has been labouring to improve the sanitary condition of the poor, and its 
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efforts in this important direction will, it is anticipated, be reinforced by the : 


co-operation of the Minor Synagogues. The duty, too, of helping the 
Board to improve its financial position, which devolves upon the working- 
man as well as upon his wealthier brother, will now, probably, be more clearly 
recognised and more conscientiously discharged. Indeed, it seems to us that 
a vigorous attea pt should be made by the institution to enforce its claims 
upon the sympathy and the support of the masses. Not all the Jewish popu- 
lation of the East End are poor, There are bundréds who might spare the 
Board annually asmall amount. Aneffort ought to be made to bring home 
to the Jewish working-class their daty in this respect. If it is made clear to 
them that they ought, as a matter of conscience, to remove the reproach 
brought against the Kast End that it is always receiving but gives nothing 
in return, we are persuaded that the Board will gain both in financial and in 
moral strength. The admission of a representative of the Federation of 
Synagogues isa step in the right direction, The Board has long since won 
the conti lence of the wealthier section of the com nunity. lt may now profit- 
ably turn its attention to gaining still further the confidence of the humbler 
classes. What is needed is that it should b: regarded by them in a higher 
light than that of a mere relief-dispensing m ichine. The ties that bind it to 
the East End population ought not to be exclusively those that connect the 
eharity-giver with the charity-taker. The Jewish working man ought to be 
able to regard the Board, not as an agency, entirely external to himself, 
which relieves his own nee or the need of his acquaiutance, but as a beneficent 
source'of philanthropic effort in which he himself takes part and to which. he 
is linked by the deepest sympathy. Ina word, he ought to feel a sense of 
proprietorship in the Board. The Board should belong to him as much as to 
his West End brother—belong to him in the sense, not of being the milch- 
cow which will supply his necessities whenever they become past endurance, 
but in the sense of representing a gracious work of benevolence which he is 
helping forward in so far as his slender means will allow. Pride, and not 
gratitude alone, is the feeling with which the Board ought to be regarded by 
the Kast End Jews. And it is because it makes for this consummation 
that we heartily welcome an artangement which links the Board to the 
Federation of Synagogues.

And what was also satisfactory, the superior habits of the 
chi'dren had been reflected on their parents. Among the gentleman derotel to the 
institution he might mention Mr. Vaa Oven, who had worked for it during many 
years, and whose ardour seemed to increase rather than dimivish, Mr. H. Micholle, 
whe came to the Sshool once a week and real serious books to the children, Mr. 
Claude Montefiore, who as soon as anything was required at the School, took care 
that such requirement should be obtained at o1ce; and the excellent Secretary, Mr, 
Alfred Henry, deserved gratitude inasmuch as be was always doiog something by 
which the School might benefit. At the present day people heard a great deal of talk 
about voluntary education and denominational education. In his view every kind 
of education was deficient that did not have a religious basis of some sort. He did 
not say that the Board Schools did not have such a basis, for provision was made 
after achool hours for religious instruction in the tame way as the Jewish Association 
for the Diffusion of Relig ous Knowiedge was doing for Jewish pupils at Board 
Schools. The Jewish schools flourished more than ever, and were filled more than 
ever. He expressed his gratitude to Dr, Adler for his eloquent address and beaantiful 
prayer ; to Mr. Berliner for conducting the service, and to Dr. Gaster and other 
members of the clergy for their pres-nce and their support. He hoped the School 
might flouris: for many generations, aod prove worthy of the arJour of its founders, 
of the great devotion of its Heai Mistress, and of the kiodness of the many friends 
who had long been thesupporters and mainstay of the School. The arrangements 
of the new building were admi:able. He was glaito_have testimony to this effect 
from Mr. L. B. Anrahams, the Vice-Master of the Jews’ Free School, who had gone 
over the building that afternoon, and from Her Majesty's Inspector. He hoped it 
would be a moiel to all other Infant Schools throughout the Kingdom. (Cneers.) 

The Rev. Dr. M. GAsTeR, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Movatta for 
pesiding, strongly urged that the childrea of the rich ahd the poor should be 
allowed to come into coatact with each other'on the same school benches. People 
often talked of the Jews in-the Est and the Jews iu the West as though they 
formed two races, two different Judaisms. He also had heard echools being spoken 
of as not for the Jews but for the poor. If the level of the poor was to be raised, 
let the rich mix with them ia the School, aod let no barriers be raised b-tweea 
them. This was the only way to bring about harmony and unity, peace and friend- 
ship among all classes. He would like to see such schools as the Jews’ lofant 
School planted in the West Bad; they had to make use of Boarl Schoals as a

The new buildiog just opened occupies a site having two street frontages re- 
spectively to Buckle Street and Plough Square. Tae site is about 140 feet by 50 
feet. The building occupies one-half of the site, the remainiog half being partly 
open and partly covered playground. The School will accommodate about 00 
children, reckoning 8 superficial of class-room spase per child, There are 
classrooms ‘n all, one of them being a babies’ room. The rooms genera’ ly are Lift.6in. 
high in the clear, those cn the upper floors being served by two fire-proof concrete 
staircases, so placed that in te event of a fire or panic (as all the rooms on a floor 
communicrte with one another) one of the s.aircases will be available as a safe 
exit. In addition to the foregoing accommodation there isa large hall or waiting 
room on the ground floor, a good suite of apartments for the caretaker in the Mansard 
roof, and mistresses’ rooms and lavatories on the staircase landings. The whole of 
the drainage and sanitary arrangements have beeu executed in accordanc: with the 
latest practice of the canitary engineer. The ground is leasehold for a long term. 
The total cost is about £7,000 -which for 900 children represents 4 cost of some- 
what under £8 per head. The whole of the details of the arrangements aud fittings 
have been most cirefully worked out by the Committee and their architects, Messry. 
Davis and Emanuel, and have met with the approval of the Government ge gt 
The general con'ract rs for the butidiog were Messrs. Harris and Wardrof, of Wall- 
wood Street, Limehouse. After carefully inspecting the school it may be affirmed 
that this new school does credit to all who were coocerned in its erection. 


THE BALL. 


The ball given on Tuesday evening to celebrate the opening of the new brauch 
school was from every point of view a complete success, and was the most numer- 
ously attended charity ball ever held at the Hotel Metropole. From half-past bine, 
when the ball was opened, a constant stream of visitors poured in, and within an 
hour no less than 510 tickets were presented at the Whitehall Rooms. About 50 
visitors subsequently arrived. Th: whole of the magnificent suite of rooms were 
thrown open to the visitors, and the ball room was consequently much less crowded 
than it would have otherwise been. 

The nett result of the ball to the schools will amount to £1,500, and although 
this is still £1,000 short of the sum required, the result, considering the fact that 
the Stepney Schools have recently issued an appeal in aid of the extension of the 
building, is not regarded as unsatisfactory.

The annual meeting of the Subscribers to the Hand-in-Hand and Widows’ Home 
Institution was held on Sunday at the Institution, Well Street, Hackney. Mr. 
Ernest L. Franklin, President, occupied the chair; and there were also present :

‘With the 
efrictea? economy the annual expenditure cannot be reduced below £850 to C900), 
wherens the re liable income is not morethan about £600, In the last report the 
Committee referred to the great reduction that had been effected during the past 
few years in the cost of maintenance of the inmates, through the vigilant care of the 
House Committee, under the able management of the Chairman, Mr. M. Harris. The 
averare weekly cost of Ss, $d. per head of last year has been further slightly reduced 
not withets nding that some articles of provision have mivanced In price, and that 
the comforts of the inmates have in no way been curtailed. There were 29 Inmates 
in the Home at the end of last year. In the month of March the Committee acl- 
mitted ? applicants, 6 men and 3 women, at ages ¥arying from 63 to 7%. Again, in 
November 6 more inmates were admitted, 4 men and 2 women, a red from 61 to iv: 
thus the institution has sheltered 44 persons during the year ; 5 of these have died, at 
aves from «4 to 12 Jears and one has leftthe Home to reside with friends, so that 
there remain in the Institution 3% inmates, 21 men and 17 women, whose ages vary 
from 61 to79 years. The averarve number of inmates for the year has been 34, being 
! more than the average for 1877. The total expenditure, ordinary and extra- 
ordinary, was £844 128. 3d. Deducting from this sum £89 %s. 10d., the amount of 
extraordinary outlay, €755 2s. Sd. remains as the actual cost of maintenance of the 
41 inmates th ut is about £22 per head for the year, showing that the utmost regard 
for « consistent with efficiency, is maintained in administering the affairs of 
the Institution. The health of the inmates during the year has been very satisfactory. 

In moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, the PRESIDENT said that 
he attributed the falling off in the subscriptions, not to want of sympathy with the 
institation.but todeaths and other inevitable changes,and also to the fact that the charity 
was not sufficiently known. He asked them to consider how appalling would be the 
position of the inmates if their institution were not in existence. No other resource 
would have been open to them but the workhouse. He reminded the public that 
every guinea contributed, maintained one inmate for nearly three weeks. If mem- 
hers of the Committee and the Governors generally were to make the institution 
better known, it would certainly recover the ground it had lost, and be able 
to house and maintain the full complement of forty-five inmates, for under the 
present modde of admission there was no reason why. a vacant bed 
might not be at once filled. He was happy to state that the result of his appeal, which 
on ‘the closing of the accounts amounted to £472, had been increased by nearly 
£100; but unless a substantial addition were made to this amount, he would be 
obliged to issue another appeal. He had also to report a promised grant of £600 
from the Executors of the late Ephraim Levin. 

Mr. Joun Harnis, C.C.,in seconding:-the adoption of the report,endorsed the 

ment in that document respecting the share which the Chairman of the House 
ittee had had in the reduction of the expenditure. He remembered when the 
weekly expenditure was 12s. per head; and yet, at a reduced amount, the inmates 
received greater comforts, and even had an allowance of beer.

On Sunday last Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., laid the foundation stone of a new 
svnagoguein Greenfield Street, Commercial Road.

As bearing to some extent on the discussion which took place last Sanday at 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, it is intere-tiag to notice that in Strasburg there is 
a Jewish Technical School which came isto existence as long ago as 1827. Its 
object is t» spread a kaowleige of handicrafts among the Jews of Lower Alsace, by 
training youths in a variety of handicrafts. 


FRANCE. 


M. Adolphe Franck, memb*r of the Institute, was electel on Sunday last 
President of the anti-Atheistic League, 

One of the most respected of French Jewa, Colonel Gabriel Salvador, died on 
the 22nd inst. at the age of 77. In the artillery he dis inguished himself by his 
active and prudent intelligence. He was engaged in every cimpaign which France 
has undertaken during the last fifty years, and his exploits in the Crimea were 
especially referred te in despatches. lic took a most brilliant part, as Commandant 
of the Artillery of an Army Corps, im the battle of Rezonville in 1870, and he also 
fought bravely in the struggle against the Commune during which he had the 
misfortune to see his son-in-law, Captain Brandon, fali dead at his side. On retiring 
from the army, Cul. Salvador abandoned the sword for the pen, and wrote a masterly 
stady of the life of his uncle, the profouad tiinker, Joseph Salvador, which he 
prefaced to a new edition of “ Paris, Rome, and Jerusalem,’ Of lace years he 


devoted himself principally to agricultural pursuits, gaining considerable renown .- 


for his scccessfal experiments. While Mayor of Baltan, he stecnuoasly opposel 
the secularisation of the Public School in his Commune, 

It is anticipated that the meeting of delegates who have beea chosen for the 
election of a Grand Rabbi of France will be convoked for the month of May, when 
the opening of the exhibition will bring many provincials to Paris. 

M. Strauss, a Municipal Councillor, for’Paris, bas been elected President of the 
Committee of Public Assistanc: and of the Council's Mont de Piéte. 

An Italian Chief-Rabbi has suggested the holding of a Congress of Rabbis ia 
Paris during the time of the Exhibition for the discussion of a variety of inter- 
national questions which are of interest to all Jews alike, The idea is not meeting 
with support, especially as such a Congress would give ris» to misconceptions which 
it would be well to avoid. 


ITALY. 
On the evening of; Wednesday, Feb. 13th, Mr. J. SuBallin wasin Leghorn walking 


from the Piazza Mazzini along the broad thoroughfare leading to the Corso Vittorio — 


Emanuele, when just opposite the English and American Consulates he was sad- 
denly stabbed in the back. He turned round and faced his assailants who fled, and 
he staggeréd across to the English Consulate, hoping to obtain assistance, He was 


‘informed that the Consul was out, and the servants made no attempt either to 


stop the bleeding or send for medical help. Mr, Ballin met with the same treatment 
at the American Consulate, and although several persone were passing at the time of 
the murderous attack upon him, none took any notice of the incident. He at 
length made a coachman understand that he wantei to be driven to the nearest 
hospital, and there his wound was dressed, bat immediately afterwards, in spite of 
excessive weakness from loss of blood, he was compelled to proceed to the police- 
station, under guard, to givethe details ofthe affair. Unless there was a case of 
mistaken identity, or a view to robbery, no motive for the crime can be sug- 
gested. The would-be assassin has not been discove red ; but two other cases of 
stabbing were reported ia Leghorn on the same evening. Perhaps the everyday 
nature of the occurrence accounts for the apathy shown to a wounded man who 
might have bled to death. Four doctors have been in attendance on Mr, Ballin 
since the ocenrrence, and we are glad to state that he is now sufficiently recovered 
to be able to return home. 

The semi-official 7ribuna comments with considerable s.tisfaction on the fact 
that not a single Jew took part in the recent disturbances created by the working 
men in Rome, an abstention which is the more noteworthy in view of. the large 
number of Jewish workmen in that city and of their unhappy situation. Whilst 
the rioters were to be found in nearly every other part of the city, the streets in 
which the Jews form the majority of the inhabitants remaiused quiet, The Jewish 
artisans promptly came to the assistance of the police in quelling the incipient 
insurrection. 

Baron Sabino Leonino Coen died at Milan last month. A clerical journal, the 
Perseverenza, paida warm tribute to the deceased, who as a philanthropist, was an 
ornament to the city. 


The Vienna correspondent of the Daily News telegraphs: I learn from Brody 
that the Rus-ian Govcrameat has given yrders that pas-ports are to be refused to 
all workmen, servants, artisans, and mona 'y-changers of the Jewish faith desirous of 
passing ths Ru-sian frontier. No restrictions are imposed on merchants or 
commercial travellers,
